Wo can 


hardly glance tit a city newspaper, but 
that we see advertisements for sending 
light in tides by mail. This lias grown 
tuid has become n lurge business with 
many films. Indeed it hes grown to 
such an extent that the country mer- 
chant not being able to oomprte, has be- 
come discouraged, and censed to get a 
full stock of such articles. 
Is it the 


fault of the merchant, then, that his 
stock in such lines is often small and 
should th* trader, who would send to 
the City, did he not need the article at 
once blnmo him because it is so? A 
man is not supposed to invest his capi- 
tal in buying goods and running a store 
for the pleasure there is in it, but it is, 
of course, expected that he intends to 
get some return for his money so invest- 
ed. How is he to do this, if the trading 
people persist in sending away, when 
they hnre the cash to do so, for their 
goods? 
The 
country merchant has 


losses and disadvantages, arising from 
transportation and delays, to figure on, 
which do not enter into the city mer- 
chant's account at all. If ws expect 
"to live and 1st live'1 let n» all patronize 
each and every home industry, for the 
above does not apply particularly to.the 
merchant but to all who are engaged m 
home enterprise and thrift.
